He say* 
that a simple and excellent instou- 
ment for the porppae "oonuBta sim- 
ply of a rod of l^ard weodmbout two 
feet long and a quarter of an inch 
thick, one end of which is placed 
against the teetk of the speaker, the 
other resting between or against the 
teeth of the pewoto hard of hef ring. 
If the speaker articulates in a natu- 
ral tone of voice the yowl vibration 
will be transmitted in great volume 
through the teeth and thence to tha 
ears of the deaf pewon. It will al- 
so convey the voice distinctly when 
placed against the forehead or other 
portions of the skull of the hearer. 
It will also convey perfectly audi- 
ble speech from the skull of one to 
that of the other, or such sounds 
may be conveyed by simply bring 
ing the heads themselves in contact, 
Again, instead of the speaker hole- 
ing it against his teeth, he may 
place it against the upper part of 
his chest, when, upon using his 
voice, the sound will be conveyed 
as before of course independently of 
the teeth of either person."

The first rests with us who are outsid- 
ers.- • If by all means in our power we 
can make people so intelligent that 
thej wjll only patronize the best and 
worthiest journals within their reach 
we shall lave done our part; and it on 
yo«r part you do so enlarge the sphere 
of your work aad increase its intelli- 
gence, and justice and force, that igno- 
rant and weak men will not want your 
journal, Snd only the worthy and hon 
orable deserve it, between you and us 
the profession of journalism will go on 
ia noble improvement, bettering that 
growth and increasing the security of 
liberty in your own country."

building, forced the walls out. It was 
not due to any failure of the wall. Of 
that 1 am assured, for they were 
twelve-inch brick walls, built in the 
best manner and securely, and were 
bolted and anchored at intervals. The 
old eight-inch brick wall was torn down 
and the new wall built up from the top 
of the old twelve-inch wall, though in 
some places where this wall was crack- 
ed it was torn down and a new wall 
built up from the point where the old 
one was solid. It was thoroughly ce- 
mented, and would have stood any 
proper strain. The new floor did not 
rest upon the wall at any point, but 
upon upright beams securely anchored 
lo the wall. It was intended for adin- 
ing-hali or cloak or hat rwn, uti Was 
lever intended for use as a 'dance hall.
